CAPONE. APPEARS 
INFEDERAL COURT,

Attorneys Seek to Rule 
Out 7 1-2 Years of Sen- 
tence; Huge Crowd 
Strives To See One-Time 
Overlord of Racketeers. 


HEARING ON WRIT

Plea Based on Attempt 
To Invoke Statute of 
Limitations in Indict- 
ments Against Gangster. 


Striking with the swiftness that 
marked his long reign as czar of the 
~ation’s gangdom, Al (Scarface) Ca- 
pone Wednesday moved in federal dis- 
trict court here to have his 1l-year 
prison sentence reduced to three and 
a half years through an attempt by 
his attorneys to invoke the statute 
of limitations in eases which resulted 
in seven and a half years of his long 
term. 

The one-time gangster appeared be- 
fore Judge E. Marvin Underwood to 
hear the court fix Wednesday, Octo- 


ber 19, as the date for hearing on 


the habeas corpus writ, the appear- 
ance causing a two-hour sensation in 
the neighborhood of the federal build- 
ing, though only a smart part of the 
large crowd which sought a view of 
the former gangster got a glimpse of 
him, so carefully were his movements 
concealed by a small army of guards 
and deputy marshals:‘in whose custody 
he was placed. 

Though no attempt was made to 
argue the merits of the gangster’s 
move for freedom, government attor- 
neys said they did not believe he had 
much chance for succéss, though his 
attorneys claimed that their action is 
similar to a move which

‘Claim Indictment Void. 

The attorneys, William Leahy and 
William Hughes Jr., both of Wash- 
ington, in their 7-page writ plea, 
assert that the indictment of Capone 
on charges of income tax violation 
was returned more than three years 


after commission of the alleged eva- 
sion and therefore is null and void. 


Hal Lindsey, speaking for the gov-|

dictment therefore is legal. 

In basing their claim for Capone's 
reduced sentence, the Washington law- 


yers, who said they were employed by | 
Capone's mother, cited the case of the | 


United States vs. Scharton. Schar- 
ton, a well-known Boston lawyer, was 
indicted for evasion of income taxes. 
In a plea before the district court his 
attorneys pleaded the statute of limi- 
tations, the indictment having alleged 
the offenses were committed in 1925 
and 1926. The district court upheld 


the plea of the defendant but the gov- | 
ernment appealed the ruling to the su- | 


preme court, which a few weeks ago 
ruled in favor of the acensed lawyer, 
upholding the dismissal of the indict- 
ment.

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Utilities in New York 
Cut Rates 4 Per Cent 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—()— 
Mayor Joseph V. McKee announced 
today the city would save $1,000,- 
000 on its electric light and power 
bill for next year by an agreement 
of the utility companies to reduce 
their rates 4 per cent and by econ- 
omies he proposed to make, 

“If the 1982 rates were applied 
to all uses of light maintained by 
the city up to January 1, 1933, the 
bill would be $7,269,487,” he said. 
“The 4 per cent reduction will save 
the city $289,739 next year. 

The mayor rejected a suggestion 
from a citizens’ budget commis- 
sion that the street lights be turned 
off one or two nights a week to 
save money.

“Publicity with respect to all ‘in- 
ter-company contracts and _ services 
and interchange of power. | 

“Co-operation of the federal power 
commission with public utilities com- 
missions in the various states to ob- 
tain information and data pertaining 
to the regulation of utilities. 

“Regulation of the issue of stocks 
and bonds on the principle of prudent 
investment. 

“Abolishing the reproduction cost 
theor, for rate-making and establish- 
ing the actual money prudent invest- 
ment principle as a basis. 

“Legislation making it a crime to 
publish or circulate false or deceptive 
matter regarding public utilities.” 

Holding Company Proposal. 

Regarding holding companies, the 
candidate pro :

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VELT URGES 


Text of Roosevelt’s Address Urging Utilities Regulation | 


PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 21.— 
The text of Governor Roose- 
velt’s address here tonight, fol- 
lows: 

I have journeyed many times to 
this beautiful Pacific coast but 
want to assure you that 1 have 
never comprehended, as I have this 
time, the warmth of your hospital- 
ity, the greatness of your resources 
and opportunities and, I want to 
add with all earnestness, the great 
importance of the problem that I 
am discussing tonight. 

I have come, not primarily to 
speak but, rather, to hear—not to 
teach, but to.learn. I want to hear 
your problems, to understand them 
and to consider them as they bear 
on the larger scene of national in- 
terest. 


I have strengthened the beliet 
that I have had for a long time 
and that I have constantly set 
forth in my speeches and papers in 
my work as governor of the state 
of New York, that the question of 
power, of electrical development 
and distribution, is primarily a na- 
tional problem. - ,. 

Speaking in the language of the 
navy with which I was associated 
for many eventful years, I want at 
the outset of this discussion to take 
my bearings, to know my destina- 
tion, to chart my course. In dis- 
cussing electrical power, the speak- 
er, like a ship sailing in dangerous 
waters, must avoid not only un- 
seen shoals and rocky reef—he must 
also be on his guard against false 
lights on the shore. His only pro- 
tection against all of these dangers 
is to set squarely and fairly before 
him the course that he must steer. 
Let me do that in a few sentences. 

As I see it the object of govern- 
ment is the welfare of the people, 
the liberty of people to carry on 
their business should not be 
abridged unless the larger interest 
of the many are concerned. When 
the interest of the many are con- 
cerned the interest of the few must 
yield. It is the purpose of govern- 
ment to see not only that the legiti- 
mate interests of the few are pro- 
tected but that the welfare and 
rights of the many are conserved. 
Those are the principles which we 
must remember in any consideration 
of this question. This, I take it, is 
sound government ... not polities. 
Those are the essential basic condi- 
tions under which government can 
be of service, 

It is scarcely necessary to tell 
you this, out here on the Pacific 
coast. 
country has there been a greater 
interest in government and a more 
intelligent application of the prin- 
ciples of sound government in its 
legislation and in the action of the 
administrative authorities, and no- 
where, may I agd, are the people 
less bound by mere political fac- 
tionalism than here. 

COMMON PATRIOTISM 
SPIRIT OF CAMPAIGN.

ties should remain a function for pri- 
vate initiative and private capital, 
there were certain vital exceptions.

“Reasonable Profit” Only Right. 

“State-owned or federal-owned pow- 
er sites can and should properly be 
developed by the government itself. 
When _ so developed private capital 
should be given the first opportunity 
to transmit and distribute the power 
on the basis of the best service and 
the lowest rates to give a reasonable 
profit only. 

“The right of federal government 
and state governments to go further 
and to transmit and distibute where 
reasonable and good service is refustd 
hy private capital gives to govern- 
ment, viz., the people, that very es- 
sential ‘birch-rod’ in the cupboard. 

“We have undertaken the develup- 
ment of the Boulder dam on the Col- 
orado river,’ he continued. ‘The 
power will be sold by the Uhited 
States government at a cost that will 
return the government’ investment 
with 4 per cent interest in 50 years. 
States and municipalities were given 
a prior right to contract the power 
so generated. 

“Long before that we undertook the 
developinent of Muscle Shoals.

NPRINCIPLED DRIVE 
F PROPAGANDA, 


This is particularly true because 


ithere has not only seeneaes of in- 


formation—and information diffi- 
cult to understand—but there has 
been in the past few years, as the 
federal trade commission has shown, 
a systematic, subtle, deliberate and 
unprincipled campaign of misinfor- 
mation of propaganda and if I may 
use the words, of lies and false- 
hoods. The spréading of this in 
formation has been bought and paid 
for by certain great private utility 
corporations. It has permeated the 
schools, the editorial columns of 
newspapers,.the activities of politi- 
cal parties, the universities and the 
printed literature in our book 
stores. A false public policy has 
been spread throughout the land, 
through the use of every means, 
from the innocent school teacher 
down to a certainly less innocent 
former chairman of the republican 
national committee itself. 

Let us go back to the beginning 
of this subject. What is a pnblic 
utility? Let me take yon back 
300 vears to old King James, of 
England. The reign of this king is 
remembered for many great events, 
Two of them in. particular. He 
gave us a great translation of the 
Bible and through his lord chan- 
cellor, a great statement of public 
policy It was in the days when 
Shakespeare was writing ‘“Ham- 
let’ and when the English were 
settling Jamestown, when a public 
outery arose in England from trav- 
elers who sought to cross the deep- 
er streams and rivers by means of 
ferry boats. Obviously these fer- 
ries, which were needed to connect 
the highway on one side with the 
highway on the other, were limited 
to specific points. They were, 
therefore, monopolistic in their na- 
ture, The ferry boat operators, be- 
cause of the privileged position 
which they held, had the chance to 
charge whatever the traffic would 
bear, and had service and high 
rates had the effect of forcing 
much trade and travel into long 
detours or to the dangers of §at- 
tempting to ford the streams. 

The greed and avarice of some of 
these ferry boat owners was made 
known by an outraged people to the 
king, and he invited his great judge, 
Lord Hale. to advise him. 

The old law lord replied that the 
ferrymen’s business was quite dif- 
ferent from other businesses; that 
the ferry business was, in fact, 
vested with a public character: that 
to charge excessive rates was to set 
up obstacles to public use, and that 
the rendering of good service was a 
necessary and public responsibility. 
“Every ferry,” said Lord Hale, 
“ought to be under a public regula- 
tion, to-wit, that it give attendance 
at due time. keep a boat in due or- 
der and take but reasonable toll.” 
AID DOWN STANDARD 


OF COMMON LAW. : 


In those simple words, my friends. 
Lord Hale laid down a standard 
which, in the ordinary at least, 
has been the definition of common 
law with respect to the authority of 
government over public utilities 
from that day to this. 

With the advance of civilization, 
many other necessities of a monop- 
olistie character have been added to 
the list of public utilities. Such 
necessities as railroads, street rail- 
ways, pipe lines and the distribu- 
tion of gas and electricity, 

The principle was accepted, firm- 
ly established and became a basic 
part of our theory of government. 
The next problem was how to 
sure that the services of this kind 
should be satisfactory and cheap 
enough while at the same time mak- 
ing possible the safe investment of 
new capiitai. 


MANY COMMISSIONS 
FAILURES IN 


PURPOSE. 

For more than two centuries, the 
protection of the public was 
through legislative action, but with 
the growth of the use of public 
utilities of all kinds, a more con- 
vénient, direct and scientifie meth- 
ad had to be adopted—a method 
which you and I now know as con- 
trol and regulation by public sery- 
ice or public utility commissions, 

let me make it clear that I 
have no objection to the method of 
control through a_ public sergice 
commission. It is, in fact, a prop- 
er way for the people themselves 
to protect their interests. In prac- 
tice, however, it has in many in- 
stances «departed from its proper 
sphere of action, and, I may add, 
from its theory of responsibility. 
It is an undoubted and undeniable 
fact that in our modern American 
practice the publie service commis- 
sions of many states have often 
failed to live up to the high pur- 
pose for which they were created. 
In many instances their selection 
has been obtained by rhe public 
utility corporations themselves. 

These corporations have often 
influenced to the prejudice of the 
ublic the actions of public serv- 
ce commissions. Moreover, some 
of the commissions have, either 
through deliberate intent or 

through sheer inertia, adopted a 
theory, a conception, of their du- 

ties wholly at variance with the 
original object for which they 
were created. 


p 
et me illustrate: When I hbe- 
came governor [ found that the 
public service commission of the 
state of New York had adopted the 
unwarranted and unsound riew that 
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its sole function was to act as an 
arbitrator or a court between the 
publie on the one side and the util- 
ity corporations on the other. | 
thereupon laid down a_ principle 
which created horror and havoc 
among the Insulls and vther mag- 
nates of that type. I declared that 
the public service commission is not 
a mere judicial body to act solely 
as umpire between complaining 
consumer or complaining investor 
on the one hand and the great pub- 
lic utility system on the other 
hand. I declared that, as the agent 
of the legislature it has delegated 
authority to act as the agent of 
the public. That it is not a mere 
arbitrator as between the people 
and the public utilities, but was 
created forthe purpose of seeing 
that the utilities do two things: 
First, give service; second, charge 
reasonable rates. That, in per- 
forming this function, it must act 
as agent ef the public upen its own 
initiative as well as upen petitien 
to investigate the acts of public 
utilities relative to service and 
rules and to enforce adequate serv- 
ice and reasonable. rates. 

The regulating commission, my 
friends, must be a tribune to the 
people, putting its enginerring, 
accounting and legal resources 
into the breach for the purpose 
of getting the facts and — 
— to both the consumers an 
nvestors in public utilities. 

This means positive and ac- 
tive protection of the people 
against private greed. 

o much for the simple, clear, 
theory which today is observed 
more in the breach than in the ob- 
servance. 


OVER-CAPITALIZATION 
OF COMPANIES HIT. 


Now, L come to another prin- 
cipte which in spite of having been 
befogged and bedeviled by many 
utility companies—and, | am _ sor- 
ry to say, by many of our courts 
as well—is nevertheless clear ard 
simple when you get down to the 
roots of it. 

The ferryman of old under King 
James, through regulation and con- 
trol of the government, was com- 
pelled to give Great Britain service 
for a fair return on his labor and 
his property. It is only in recent 
days that the direct descendants of 
the ferryman have in bundreds of 
cases found ways of paying to 
themselves inordinate and unrea- 
sonable profits and over-capitaliz- 
ing their equipment, three, five— 
yes even 10 times the money which 
they themselves have put into it. 
| am not going to confuse the 
issue by setting forth a lot of fig- 
ures, but 1 do ask you to remember 
a few facis which are so tremen- 
dously important in our enthusias- 
tie life. 

Senator Norris. using the figures 
of the federal trade commission, 
summarized this in a great speech 
in the senate of the United States 
two months ago. He pointed out 
the over-capitalization of many 
companies, by name, in definite fig- 
urés and summed up for discussion 
by setting forth in round numbers 
these main companies had heen 
found to be over-capitalized to the 
extent of $520.000,000. 

This means, my friends, that 
the people of the United States 
were called upon to supply prof- 
its upon this amount of watered 
stock. It meant that someone was 
deriving profits from the capital- 
ization into which they had put 
no substantial capital. It meant 
that the people had to pay these 
unjust profits through higher 
rates. 


CO.IMON PEOPLE PAYING 
PROFIT ON “WRITE-UPS.” : 
eloquently 


As Senator Norris 
pointed it out on the floor of the 
senate in these words: “Just try to 
comprehend what that means. With 
the investigation only partly fin- 
ished, the federal trade commission 
has disclosed ‘write-ups’ (this 
means water) in round num- 
bers to the amount of $520,000,000 
upon which the poor people, the 
common people, must pay a profit 
for all times—not for a day, not for 
a year, but unless some change is 
made -in public authority, it must 
be paid forever.” And Senator 
Norris added: “As I showed yes- 
tsrday in the beginning, all this in- 
vestigation would have been stop- 
ped if President Hoover had his 
way. He is opposed to it all.” 

These were the deliberate spoken 
words of Senator Norris on the 
floor of the United States senate 
July 14, 1982, a permanent record 
for the benefit of the American peo- 
ple--uncontroverted and uncontro- 
vertable. 

i.et us consider for a moment the 
vast importance of the Amerian 
utilities in our economic life and 
in this I am not including the rail- 
roads and other transportation com- 


panies which I have already dis- 


cussed, 

The utility industry in 1931 col- 
lected over $4,000,000,000 from the 
users of electricity, gas, telephone 
and telegraph. That means an aver- 
age of $133 from each and every 
family in the United States. 


$23,000,000,000 INVESTED 
BY AMERICAN PUBLIC, 


According to the figures of the 
industry itself, the American pub- 


lic has invested nearly $23,000,.000,- 


000 in public utilities, again ex- 
cluding the railroads. Of this sum, 
nearly $8,000,000,000 were invested 
in the electric light and power in- 
dustry alone, during the five years 
that preceded the stock market col- 
lapse in 1929. Compare this, if you 
will, with $11,000,000,000 invested 
in railroads, $9,000.000,000 in farm 
mortgages and with the national 
debt of the United States itself, 
which was something slightly less 
than this investment in: public uti- 
lities. You will readily see that this 
“lusty younger child” of _ the 
United States needs to he kept very 
closely under the watchful eye of 
its parent—the people of the 
United States. 


ELECTRICITY 


| URGENT NECESSITY. 


But these cold figures do not 
measure the human importance of 
the electric power in our present so- 
cial order. Electricty is no longer 
a luxury—it is a definite necessity. 
It lights our homes, our places of 
work an! our streets, It turns the 
wheels of most of our transporta- 
tion and our factories. In the home 
it serves not only for light, but it 
can become the willing servant of 
the family in countless ways. It 
can relieve the drudgery of the 
housewife and lift the great burden 
off the shoulders of the hard work- 
ing farmer. . 

I say “can become” because we 
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are most certainly backward in the 
use of electricity in our American 
homes and on our farms. In Can- 
ada the average home uses twice as 
much electric power per family as 
we do in the United States, 

What prevents our American peo- 
ple taking full advantage of this 
great economic and human agency? 
The answer is simple. It is not be- 
cause we lack undeveloped water 
power or unclaimed supplies of coal 
and oil, 


“SELFISH INTERESTS” — 
RESPONSIBLE FOR RATES. 


The reason that we cannot take 
advantage of our own possibilities, 
is frankly and indefinitely because 
many selfish interests in control of 
light and power industries have not 


been sufficiently far-sighted to es- . 


tablish rates low enough to encour- 
age widespread public use. The 
price you pay for your utility sery- 
ice is a determining factor in your 
use of it 
Low prices to the domestic con- 
sumer will result in their using 
far more electrical appliances that 
he does today. Again let me speak 
jainly. Through lack of vigilance 
in state capitals and in the na- 
tional government we have allow- 
ed many utility comnanies to cet 
around the common law, to cap- 
italize themselves without regard 
to actual investment made _ in 
property, to pyramid capital 
through holding companies and 
without restraint of law, to sell 
billions of dollars of securities 
which the public have been false- 
ly led into believing were prop- 
erly supervised by the government 
itself, 

And now for a personal word. I 
am speaking to you as the governor 
of a state. who for four-vears has 
been attacked by the propaganda of 
certain utility companies as a dan- 
gerous man. have been attacked 
for pointing out the same plain 
economic facts that I state here to- 
night. 

My answer has been, as it is to- 
night, to point out these plain prin- 
ciples that seek to protect the wel- 
fare of the people against selfish 
creed. If that be treason, then 
made the most of if. 

But, I have found new converts 
to my treason. 

The president's federal trade com- 
mission has just come out with a@ re- 
port. which, if I am not mistaken, 
is a last-minute effort to fall in line 
with the plain implication of the 
present temper of the public. Some 
of its conclusions hear careful read- 
ing, in the light of what the presi- 
dent has said on many occasions 1 
the past. 


HOOVER OPPOSED 
U. 8S. REGULATION. 


“4 1925 the then secretary of 
commerce, now the president, said: 
“Nothiag could be more h@deous ex- 
tention of centralization in federal 
government than those to undermine 
state utility commissions and state 
responsibility.” Somewhat later, he 
said, “the argument is some times 
used that the power situation is 
parallel with the railroads ‘where 
federal regulation has been found 
absolutely necessary. This is an il- 
lusion. It differs in several pro- 
found respects. Power has no such 
inter-state implication as franspor- 
tation. Furthermore, there has been 
outragevus exaggeration of the prob- 
able extent of inter-state power. For 
economic reasons these power dis- 
tricts will in but few cases, reach 
across state lines.” Thus spoke the 
present president -of the United 
States in opposition to federal regu- 
lation and control ef power public 
utilities. His statement of facts then 
are now contradicted by his own 
federal power commission. 


SITUATION REQUIRES 
GOVERNMENT ACTION. 


It states what I have long been 
saying, that power has grown into 
interstate business of vast proper- 
tions anc requires the strict regu- 
lation and control of the federal 
government. They say—“ Analysis of 
info:mation furnished by 91 holding 
companies shows that 48 major 
projects under public utilities are 
subject to control by ten top com- 
panies and these groups serve 12,- 
478 communities with a population 
of ore than 42,000,000.” 

Let me give you an illustration,

of operation of some of these great 
companies but the unsound condi- 
tions created by the policies of the 
federal non-interference which the 
president of the United States still 
so valiantly maintains. 

The crash of the Insull empire 
has given excellent point to the 
tru’: of what I have been arguing 
for 2 long time. ae 

The great “Insull monstrosity 
made up of a group of holding and 
investing companies, and exercising 
control over hundreds of thousands 
of operating companies, had dis- 
tributed securities among hundreds 
of thousands of investors, and had 
taken their money to an amount 
running over one and a half bil- 
lions of dollars. 


HOLDING COMPANIES 
UNSOUND IN POLICY. 


The “Insull monstrosity” grew 
during the years of prosperity until 
it reached a position where it was 
an important factor in the lives 
of millions of people. ‘The invest- 
ing public did not realize then, as 
it does now, that the methods used 
in building up of these holding com- 
panies were wholly contrary to 
every sound public policy. 

They did not realize that there 
has been arbitrary write-ups of as- 
sets, inflation of vast capital ac- 
counts. They did not realize that 
excessive prices had been paid for 
property acquired. They did not 
realize that the expense of financ- 
ing had been capitalized. They did 
not realize that payments of divi- 
dends had been made out of capi- 
tal. They did not’ realize that 
sound subsidiaries had been milked 
and milked to keep alive the weaker 
sisters in the great chain. They did 
not realize that there had heen bor- 
rowings and lendings—an_ inter- 
change of assets, of liabilities and 
of capital between the component 
parts of the whole. They did not 
realize that all these conditions 
necessitated terrifie overcharges for 
service by these corporations. 
FAILURE 
OF FACTS. 

The Insull failure has opened 
our eyes. It shows us that the 
development of these financial 
monstrosities was such as to 
compel ultimate ruin; that prac- 
tices had been indulged in, that 
suggest the old days of railroad 
wild-catting; that private ma- 
nipulation had outsmarted the 
slow-moving power of govern- 
ment. 

As always, the public paid and 
paid dearly. As always, the 
public is beginning to under- 
stand the need for reform after 
the same public has been fleeced 
out of millions of dollars. 

I have spoken of a “new deal” 
for the American people. I believe 
that that “new deal” can be ap- 
plied very definitely to the rela- 
tionship between the electric utili- 
ties on the one side, and the con- 
sumer and the investor on_ the 
other. True regulation is for the 
equal benefit of the consumer, and 
the investor, and the only man who 
will suffer from true regulation is 


the speculator, or the unscrupulous 


promoter who levies tribute equally 
from ¥ man who buys the service 


- ete 


and from the man who invests his 


savings in this great indugtry. 


REMEDIAL MEASURES | 
GIVEN IN 


PROGRAM. ; 
seek to protect both the con- 
sumer and the investor. To that 
end I proposed and advocate now, 
as I have proposed and advocated 
heretofore, the following remedies 
on the part. of the government for 
the regulation and control of pub- 
lic utilities engaged in the power 
business and companies and cor- 
porations relating thereto: 

1. Full publicity as to ail cap- 
ital issues of stocks, bonds and 
other securities: liabilities and in- 
debtedness, capital investment; and 
frequent information as to gross 
and net earnings. 

9.Publicity on stock ownership 
of stocks and bonds and other se- 
curities, including the stock and 
other interest of all officers and 
directors. 

3—Publicity with respect to all 
inter-company contracts and serv- 
ices and interchange of power. 

4—Regulation and control of 
holding companies by federal power 
commission and the same publicity 
with regard to such holding com- 
panies as provided for the operating 
companies. 

5—Co-operation of federal power 
commission with publie utilities 
commissions of the several states, 
obtaining information and data per- 
taining to the regulation and con- 
trol of such public utilities. 

6—Regulation and control of the 
issue of stocks and bonds and other 
securities on the principle of pru- 
dent investment only. 

7—Abolishing by law the repro- 
duction cost theory for rate mak- 
ing and establishing in place of it 
the actual money _ prudent-invest- 
ment principle as the basis of rate 
making. 

S—Legislation making it a crime 
to publish or circulate false or de- 
ceptive matter relating to public 
utilities, 

I now come to the other great 
problem of the relationship of the 
government to the development 
through government itself of power 
resources and other manufacture. 


PRIVATE INITIATIVE 
APPROVED. 


I do not hold with those who 
advocate government ownershi 
or government operation of all 
utilities. I state to you cate- 
gorically that as a broad general 
rule the development of utilities 
should remain, with certain ex- 
ceptions, a function for private 
initiative and private capital. 

But the exceptions are of vital 
importance, local, state and na- 
tional, and I believe that the 
overwhelming majority of the 
people in this country agree with 
me. 

Again we must go back to first 
principles; a utility is in most 
cases a monopoly, and it is by no 
means possible in every case for gov- 
ernment to insure at all times from 
mere inspection, supervision and 
regulation that the public shall get 
a fair deal—in other words, to in- 

sure adequate service and reasonable 
rates. 

I therefore lav down the follow- 
ing principle: That where a com- 
munity—a city or county or a dis- 
trict is not satisfied with the serv- 
ice rencered or the rates charged by 
the private utility, it has the un- 
deniable right as one of its functions 
of government, one of its functions 
of home rule tu set up after a fair 
referendum has been taken, its own 
governmentally owned and operated 
service. That right has been re- 
scinded in most of the states of the 
union. Its general recognition by 
every state will hasten the day of 
better service, and lower rates, it is 
perfectly clear to me, and to every 
thinking citizen, that no community 
which is sare that it is now being 
served well and at reasonable rates 
by a private utility company will 
seek to build or operate its own 
plant. Kut on the other hand the 
very fact that a community can, by 
vote of the electorate, create a yard 
stick ef its own, will in most cases, 
guarantee good service, and low 
rates to its population. I might call 
the right of the people to own and 
operate their own utility the “birch 
rod in he cupboard to be taken out 
and used only when the child gets 
beyond the point where a mere 
scolding does no good.” 


That is the principle that ap- 
plies to communities. I would ap- 
ply the same principles to the fed- 
eral and state governments, 

State-owned or federal-owned 
power sites can and should proper- 
ly be developed by government it- 
self. When so developed private 
capital should be given the first 
opportunity to transmit and dis- 
tribute the power on the basis of 
the best service and the lowest 
rates to give a reasonable profit 
only, The right of the federal gov- 
ernment and state governments to 
go further and to transmit § and 
distribute where reasonable and 
good service is refused by private 
capital gives to government, viz., 
the people, that same very essential 
“birch rod” in the cupboard. 

This nation through its federal 
government, has sovereignty over 
vast water power resources, in 
many parts of the United States. 
A very few of these are in process 
of development. A few more are 
in the stage of blue prints and 
many others have not even been 
surveyed, 

We have undertaken the develop- 
ment of the Boulder dam on the 
Colorado river. The power will be 
sold by the United States govern- 
ment at a cost that will return the 
government investment with 4 per 
cent interest in 50 years. States 
and municipalities were given a 
prior right te contract the power 
so generated, 

Long before that we undertook 
the development at Muscle Shoals. 
We have spent millions on this 
project. The 1930 session of con- 
gress passed the bill introduced by 
Senator Morris for public operation 
of Muscle Shoals. President Hoo- 
ver vetoed the Norris bill and: sub- 
sequently appointed another ‘‘com- 
mission” favorable to the power in- 
terests, which recommended leasing 
this great public project to private 
companies, All that President 
Hoover offers on this vital subject 
as set forth in his acceptance 
speech is contained in the sen- 
tence, “I have opposed the govern- 
ment undertaking the. operation of 
the power business and I shall con- 
tinue in this opposition.” 


POWER SHOULD 
BELONG TO PEOPLE. 


In contrast. let me repeat the po- 
sition which I took in my first in- 


augural address as governor of New 
York, January 1, 1929, and which 
I have maintained ever since. 
said then and I say now, “The wa- 
ter power of the state should be- 
long to the people, ‘The title to 
this power must rest forever in the 
people. No commission—not the 
legislature itself—has any right to 
give, for any consideration what- 
ever, a single potential kilowatt in 
virtual perpetuity to any person or 
corporation whatever. It is the 
duty of our representative bodies to 
see that this power is transferred 
into usable “electrical energy and 
distributed at. the lowest possible 
cost. It is our power—and no in- 
ordinate profits must he allowed to 
those who act as the people's agent 
in bringing this power to their 
homes and workshops.” 

We have, as all of you in this sec- 
tion of the country know, the vast 
possibilities of power development 
on the Columbia river. The next 
great hydro-electric development to 
be undertaken by the federal gov- 
ernment must be that on ther Co- 
lumbia river. 

This vast water power can be 
of inealeuable value to this whole 
section of the country. It means 
cheap manufacturing production, 

nomy and comfort on the farm 
and in the household. Your prob- 
lem with regard to this great pow- 
er is similar to our problem in the 
stat2 of New York with regard to 
the power development of the St. 
Lawrence river. 


C"IEAPER CURRENT 
FOR INDUSTRY SEEN. 


Here you have the clear picture 
of four great government power 
devc'opments in the United States 
—t'e St. Lawrence river in the 
northeast. Muscle Shoals in ihe 
southeast, the*"Boulder Dam project 
in the southwest. and finally, but 
by no means the least of them, 
the Columbia river in the north- 
west. Each one of these will be 
forever a national yardstick to pre- 
vent extortion against the public 
and to encourage the wider use of 
that servant of the people—elec- 
trictly. 

The power issue. when vigor- 
ously handled in the public in- 
terest means abundant and cheap- 
er current for American industry. 
reduced rates and increased use 
in millions of urban and rural 
homes and preservation of our 
water power resources in co- 
ordination with flood control, 
reclamation and irrigation. The 
American people have a_ vital 
stake in the proper handling 
of this issue. On the one 
hand we have the record of the 
present republican administration. 
It proposes to continue as in the 
past to allow the interstate pro- 
moters and manipulators of pub- 
lie utilities to play fast and loose 
with the American public without 
adequate regulation or control. 


| HOOVER EVASIVE 
ON ISSUE. 
Although the president in his ac- | 


ceptance speech recommends the 
federal regulation of _ interstate 
power he has in the past and as 
secretary of commerce in the Hard- 
ing and Coolidge cabinets opposed 
federal regulation of interstate hold- 
ing and transmission companies. He 
has been silent on the non-enforce- 
ment of the federal water power 
act. He has been evasive on valu- 
afion method and high rates and is 
apparently satisfied with the pres- 
ent type of state regulation. 

Since 1924 my distinguished op- 
ponent has done nothing to enforce 
the regulatory sections of the fed- 
eral water power act. He has done 
nothing to block the financial op- 
erations incident to the great post- 
war power development as planned 
by its promoters. The history of 
the federal power coinmission prior 
to the creation of a full-time com- 
mission under the Couzens bill, 
after a congressional investigation, 
the character of the appointments 
made when this commission took of- 
fice, the Muscle Shoals veto, and 
the closing of the White House 
doors to the public interest in the 
St. Lawrence project, all demon- 
strate that the republican policy is 
dominated by private rather than 
public interest. 


HOOVER SAW NO NEED 


FOR CHANGE IN ’25. 
Secretary Hoover said. 


In 1925 
that, while there was a considerable 
amount of speculation going on, es- 
pecially in the stocks of holding 
companies, he wished to make it 
clear that with an intelligent state 
regulation neither water capital 
nor speculation could affect’ the 
rates paid by consumers and that 
there was no need for federal con- 
trol. 

While President Hoover now 
urges federal control, no adminis- 
tration bill has been introduced in 
congress in the past four years, 

My distinguished opponent is 
against giving the federal govern- 
ment in any case the right to op- 
erate their own power business, [ 
favor giving the people this right 
where and when it is essential to 
protect them against inefficient 
service or exorbitant charges. 

As an important part of this pol- 
icy, the natural hydro-electric pow- 
er resources belonging to the people 
of the United States or the several 
states shall remain forever in their 
possession. 

To the people of this country Il 
have but one answer on this sub- 
ject. Judge me by the enemies | 
have made. Judge me by the sel- 
fish purpose of these utility leat- 
ers who have talked of radicalism 
while thev were selling watered 
stock to the people and using our 
schools to deceive the coming gen- 
eration. My policy is as radical as 
American liberty. As radical as 
the constitution of the United 
States. 

Never shall the federal govern- 
ment part with ifs sovereignty. and 
control over its power resources 
while I am president of the United 
States.

House Committee Votes to 
Impose Occupational Tax 
on Workers. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 21.— 
(P)—The house appropriations coim- 
mittee of the Alabama legislature to- 
day voted a favorable report for the 
administration sponsored Harrison 
bill, imposing an occupational tax on 
all state, county and municipal offi- 
cers whose salaries can not be reduced

GOOD NEWS FOR NEW YORK. 

The decision of Supreme Court 
Justice McGeehan, of New York, 
that Mayor McKee is entitled to 
hold office until January 1, 1934, 
means, judging from the official 
steps already taken by Mayor Jim- 
my Walker’s successor, that New 
York’s municipal government is in 
for one of its most thorough house 
cleanings. | 

The quiet and scholarly, but evi- 
dently forceful and determined, 
McKee has lost no time in putting 
the ax to waste and extravagance 
and in eliminating politics to a 
marked degree from the govern- 
ment of which he is the head. 

Starting his economy drive by 
lopping $15,000 from his own 
salary, he has pruned the pay re- 
ceived by various city officials to a 
point more in keeping with present 
conditions. Again starting with him- 
self, he has announced that the 
$18,000 foreign-built automobile 
which was the pride of Jimmy 
Walker will go, along with dozens 
of other expensive cars being fur- 
nished to various and sundry de- 
partment heads and subheads and 
operated at the expense of the tax- 
payers. 

It is evident that Mayor McKee 
intends to go to the very heart of 
the waste and extravagance in the 
New York municipal government. 
He has found it difficult to under- 
stand, for instance, why the large 
band composed of members of one 
of the city departments should be 
rehearsed and conduct concerts on 
the city’s time. A new central mu- 
nicipal taxi service is to be set up 
and every city employe uSing one 
of the city cars must state plainly 
in writing for what official business 
it is wanted.

_ BROADENED RELIEF. — 

Announcement by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation that 
the way has been cleared for direct 
relief to the “small fellow” in busi- 
néss, will come as welcome news 
to business interests which, for one 
reason or another, have not as yet 
been able to secure the aid contem- 
plated when the finance corpora- 
tion was created by congress. 

The corporation has rendered in- 
valuable service in stabilizing the 
banking situation and in extending 
vitally needed aid to large cor- 
porations, but so far the benefits 
have not spread to the wank and 
file of business concerns to the ex- 
tent hoped. 

Fortunately the finance corpora- 
tion board realized that its advances 
have not been receiving the general 
circulation hoped for and steps have 
been taken to broaden the scope of 
the loans made. Now that the plan 
under which direct loans will be 
made to the “little fellow’ have 
been formulated, the corporation of- 
ficials announce that an enlarged 
corps of business experts have been 
engaged to speed up this direct re- 
lief to companies needing to bolster 
their finances in order to launch 
drives for increased business. 

Much of the money put out by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration has been used for strength- 
ening and bolstering purposes. That 
which will be distributed in future 
will be more generally used for 
business promotion and sales in- 
crease purposes. 

As a result the dollars to be put 
out in future are calculated to have 
a more reviving and invigorating 
effect on the economic condition 
than those loaned with the chief 
aim of saving corporations on the 
verge of collapse. 


CHINA’S WISEST COURSE. 
The suggestion of Sino-Japanese 
accord in the working out of the 
Manchurian problems, made by Dr. 
Heinrich Schnee, German member 
of the League of Nations commit- 
tee, which has just returned from 
the far east, offers by far the wisest 
course for China to follow in her 
efforts to retain at least some of 
her former dominance in the terri- 
tory of the new Manchukuo gov- 
ernment.

Health Talks

Connecticut manufacturer sends a 
folder of an insurance company, on 
artificial respiration and asks if I will 
tell him whether there are any errors 
in it before he distributes it among his 
employes. He explains that he has 
found that other leaflets put out by 
the same insurance company have 
contained erroneous information. 


So does this one. The instructions 
for restoring breathing in persons ap- 
parently drowned, or victims of gas 
poisoning or victims of electric shock 
include this erratic bit: 

4. Stretch’ his right arm for- 
ward, parallel with his body and 
bend the left arm for his head 
to rest on. Face should be turned 
aside to allow air. 

The error is the bending of one arm 
to place it under the head. Both arms 
should be extended or stretched for- 
ward above the head. There is neither 
scientifie justification nor:sense in 
lifting the head upon one arm. The 
American Red Cross and all other or- 
ganizations to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

Schafer who gave this method of ar- 
tificial respiration to the world di- 
rected that both of the subject’s arms 
be extended above the head, and the 
face be turned to one side for the'| 
free entrance of air. Whoever had the| 
temerity to alter the method to the er-' 
ratic one taught by the Red Cross and | 
other agencies in this country, did so | 
without good and sufficient reason. 

I believe that the lifting of the sub 
ject’s head even the thickness of the 
wrist or forearm may be the straw 
which turns the scales against success 
in some instances, and that alone 
should warrant correction of the error 
in the Red Cross method or a satis 
factory explanation for the change. 
The lifting of the head tends to inter- 
fere with the «drainage of any fluid 
from the breathing passages.

It was a rather difficult task to see the Alabama football 
team. It always is. This time Head Coach Frank Thomas 
blindfolded your mud-spattered correspondent and led him to 
the football field. 

“All you newspaper fellows stand around and stare 
at the co-eds here,’”’ said Frank Thomas. “In the 
first place, it isn’t polite, and, in the second place, you 
never get a real lock at the Alabama team, being 
goggle-eyed from staring. This year I am blindfolding 
all the visiting firemen from the press.” 

It may be remarked in passing that the Alabama co-eds 
seem to have been selected from the choruses of the most 
beautiful girls in the world. It resembles a college movie 
campus in that respect. : 

Alabama’s football team, which first came to be 
something to fear when the late Xenophon Scott de- 
veloped them as “‘The Thin Red Line,” seems to be 

owing more fearsome each fall. It was never such a 

in Red Line when Scott had it and that name was 
tossed overboard when Wallace Wade took them. 
They became even larger. Frank Thomas has scaled 
them down somewhat but they are still a magnificent 
lot of men. 

Frank Thomas took over a difficult job when he replaced 
Wallace Wade. And yet Thomas minimizes it. “This univer- 
sity had the winning spirit,” he said. ‘It was not nearly as 
difficult as if | had come in where spirit was at a low ebb.” 

Thomas, I think, did one of the finest bits of coach- 
ing in the south last fall. In the first place, he put in 
a brand-new system in one year and lost but one game. 

In the second place, he did some unusually fine psycho- 

logical work after the loss of the game to Tennessee. 

It was but natural that the players, undefeated the year 
before, might begin to slip a bit. Yet Thomas brought them 
back better than ever. There was no slipping of morale. There 
was an increase in intensity. 


THERE IS BUT ONE GAME. 

Alabama’s conference schedule is not so difficult as sched- 
ules go. There are two really big games, from their viewpoint. 
They are Tennessee and Vanderbilt. The Crimson coaches ex- 
nect to have some trouble with Kentucky and Tech and others. 

ut those two games are the big ones. 
And, if the truth be known, the Tennessee game is 
really THE one big game. It means much to Alabama. 

They lost it last season by a rather one-sided score. And 

at Knoxville they say the score could have been even 

larger. This has rubbed salt into the wounds. There 

will be a lot of old-fashioned dying for dear old Alma 

Mater when the two teams meet this fall. They both 

feel that way about it. 

At Alabama there is a feeling that they tossed the game 
away by some mistakes in play; that they were not sure of 


their own weapons, having just received the Notre Dame style 


a few months before, and that this time they will come back 
stronger than ever. 

At any rate, one might mark down October 15 as a red 
letter day. The sun is likely to go down blood red that day. 
Because the titantic struggle in Birmingham is going to be hard 


and bitterly fought. 


THE ALABAMA COACHES. 

Frank Thomas’ success as a coach is rather remarkable 
when one considers it. He was quarterback at Notre Dame 
on the 1922 team in his last season there. That happens to be 
just 10 years ago. And here he is, his spurs won, so to speak, 
heading the coaching staff at one of the largest and finest uni- 
versities in the south.

Red Sox Winners 
Over Philadelphia 
In Series of 1915 


For the second time in two years 
a Boston team trounced a Philadelphia 
club in the World Series. 

However, in 1914, it was a Boston 
National league team triumphing over 
a Philadelphia American league club.

He was 
young George Ruth, a rookie pitcher 
from Baltimore, who batted for Shore 
and failed to hit. Thus did Babe 
Ruth, the greatest World Series play- 
er of all time, make his bow into the 
big games.

Rutledge to lay aside the shovel and 
the hoe of the street overseer and to 
resume his seat in the mayor’s chair, 


The whole nation was interested 
last year when Mayor Rutledge re- 
signed his position as Lanett’s chief 
executive, donned overalls and went 
to work as the director of the city 
street force, 

The only protest came from Rut- 
ledge’s host of supporters who wanted 
him back at the city hall. So when 
the time for election drew near his 
friends insisted that he run for mayor 
again. Mr. Rutledge preferred the pay 
of the street overseer, twice that of 
the mayor, but he said he was the 
servant of the people and he would 
do what they wanted him to do. 

There were three other candidates 
for mayor in Monday’s election. Mayor 
Henry G. Crowder, who succeeded 
Rutledge, decided he would like a full 


term of his own. W. Morgan Estes, 
another popular citizen with strong 
political backing. also consented to 
run. Winston W. Slaughter, well- 
known insurance man, was also an 
aspirant for the high post. 

The campaign was a warm one, but 
the result showed “Mr. Charlie” was 
the people’s favorite. He received 101 
votes more than the combined votes 
of his three opponents. Out of 575 
ballots cast Rutledge had 338, Crowder 
31, Estes 195 and Slanghter 11.

Partnership Bidding 


Good partnership bidding in Con- 
tract Bridge, whether the Approach- 
Forcing system or any other system, 1s 
characterized by an attempt made by 
both ‘partners to give each other at 
least 50 per cent of the control in 
deciding upon the final contract. To 
do this the bidding on the hand must 
never be crowded, and each partner 
must seek to try to convey that in- 
formation which seems most essential 
to his teammate across the table. 


There are times and_ situations 
where Jump bids and Forcing bids 
are absolutely necessary.

>» The prose of Sir Walter Scott was 
landed as the greatest of historical 
fiction in the English language at a 
meeting of the Aflanta Burns Club 
Wednesday night. attended by one of 
the Jargest gatherings in recent years. 
A group of citizens hich in the life of | 
Atlanta and Georgia were among those 
present, and spoke briefly, enlogizing 
the memory of “The Wizard of the 
North.” The beloved Scottish writer 
died 100 years ago Wednesday. 

Dean S. V. Sanford, president of 
the University of Georgia, was guest 
of honor and principal speaker of the 
evening. Dr. Sanford paid Scott one 
of the most glowing and scholarly trib- 
utes ever to be accorded a writer, ac- 
cording to members of the club, which 
has a large group of literary figures.
